Doctor Breyer believes 
however, that they are not alone to 
blame. As the native population has 
increased, a far larger number of acres 
have come under cultivation and cor- 
respondingly reduced the range of the 
animals.

The U-boat 
came alongside and eight men camo 
aboard the Moreni. Captain Whoe'er 
supposed they wanted to examine the 
ship's papers, but they told him all 
they df sired was a low hours' release 
from their frigid quarters on the un- 
dersea WSSOl. 


Although heavily clad in fur gar- 


ments, tiie Germans were blue from 
the cold. Tliey said their ei.ift had 
be'n under the ice neatly two days, 
unable to rise because of tha drifting 
Hoes, and that it bad become almost 
impossible to live in the submarine. 
The plates that formed the bides of 
the boat, they haul, were only half an 
inch thick and the heating apparatus

Height of Meteors. 


Meteors, 
or 
shooting 
stars, 
are 


small solid bodies that fall through 
space, become incandescent in the at- 
mosphere of the earth, and usually dis- 
appear in the form of gas or dust. If 
two observers stationed several milea 
apart see the same shooting star and 
note the point in the sky where it ap- 
peared they can construct a hypo- 
ti)»t!cal triangle, the apex of which is 
the point of appearance of the meteor, 
and 
thus obtain the 
approximate 


height of the shooting star when it 
first became visible. For a long period 
of years, it appears, a German observer 
employed this method of estimating 
the height of shooting stars. From 
careful observations of 110 less than 
102 meteors he found that the mean 
height at which shooting stars first be- 
come visible is 81 miles. The mean, 
height of the point at which they dis- 
appear is about 59 miles, and the av- 
erage length of their visible path 45 
miles.

The mean 
height o£ the point at which they dls 
appear Is about 59 miles, and the av 
erage length, of their visible path 45 
miles.

Not recovering promptly, he was fin- 
ally advised to go to a sanitarium for 
a few weeks rest, a course of baths, 
massage, mild gymnastics, and other 
forms of treatment employed to re- 
suscitate old, broken down business 
men. 
To his utter disgust he was 


told by the physician in charge that 
at 45 he was too old to play vigorous, 
competitive games. 
Unwilling to ac- 


cept such an unwelcome statement 
and to shape his life accordingly, he 
attributes his breakdown to having 
stuck to his business too long without 
a vacation. The physician, however, 
was right. 


As I have stated before in this col- 


umn, 
every man, and woman also 


for that matter, needs physical re- 
creation and p'lay, but most decidedly 
and emphatically it should not be in 
the form of vigorous, competitive 
contests of strength and skill, and 
especially not against the present 
generation of college athletes. It is 
better a thousand times for one to 
lead an almost absolutely sedentary 
life than to overtax one's physical 
strength in competitive games. 


It is difficult to realize that one is 


no longer physically young at 45; 
and yet the history of the prize ring 
is one long chronicle of defeats of 
young middle aged men by youths 
from 20 to 25 years old. 
Prudence, 


if nothing else, dictates that people 
should attempt to grow old gracefully 
and complacently. 


The real need of those of us who 


are approaching the danger line is a 
form of physical play and recreation 
that is adapted to our physical abil- 
ities and requirements. 
Golf, during 


a good part of the season, seems to do 
better than any other sport and It is 
encouraging to see so many courses 
being opened. 
But we need more 


wirter sports. 


The St. Paul attempt to revive in- 


terjst in out-door sports is a worthy 
one, and one that many cities thruuut 
the state might well copy for hea'lth 
and other reasons.

'President In Letter to Secretary of 


State Declares That He Is Unwill- 
ing to Engage In Contest, But De- 
sires Voters to Indicate Wishes. 


Washington, Feb. 1C. — President 


Wilson formally gave his consent on 
Monday that bis name be used as a 
candidate for renomliiation. In a let- 
ter to the secretary of state of Ohio 
the president stated that he was un- 
willing to enter a contest for the re- 
nomination, but was ready to permit 
the use of his name in the coming pri- 
mary in order that the Democrats of 
Ohio might make known their prefer- 
ence. 


The president made known his po- 


sition in order to comply with the 
Ohio primary law, which requires can- 
didates for delegates to the party con- 
ventions to make known their first 
and second choices before February 25 
and aiso requires that the candidates 
for delegates have the consent of 
their choices to make use of their 
names. 
The president was formally 


notified of the requirements of the law 
last week and he wrote Charles Q. 
Hildebramlt, secretary 
of state of 


Ohio, as follows: 


"I am inclosing to you a letter the 


occasion of which I dare say will be 
quite obvious. Friends in Ohio have 
called my attention to section 4951 of 
the general code of Ohio as amended 
in 1D14 with regard to primary elec- 
tions and have requested that I indi- 
cate my willingness to have my name 
used. 
I accordingly take the liberty 


of sending you the inclosed letter as 
formal permission under the statute." 


The letter the president inclosed 


was as follows: 


"While 1 am entirely unwilling to 


enter Into any contest for the presi- 
dential nomination of the Democratic 
party, I am willing to permit the use 
of my name that the Democrats In 
Ohio may make known their prefer- 
ences in regard to that nomination. 


"In order, therefore, to satisfy the'

German war office announced the cap- 
ture of 700 yards of French positions 
in Champagne, south of Sainte Marle-a- 
Py. At this point 20G officers and men 
were taken prisoner. 


The French official report does not 


mention the capture of these positions, 
but says five successive infantry at- 
tacks in an effort by the Germans to 
recapture positions recently taken in 
Champagne were repulsed. The state- 
ment admits the Germans penetrated 
a French treuch near Soissons, but 
they subsequently were ejected, it 
added. 


The German report says: 
"British artillery bombarded 
the 


town of Lille. 
Considerable material 


damage was done, but there was no 
loss of life or destruction of military 
property. 


"In the fighting in the region north- 


west and west of Vimy up to February 
9 we captured nine officers, G82 men 
35 machine guns, 2 mine throwers and 
stores of various descriptions. Our 
artillery shelled heavily the enemy's 
positions between the Oise and Reims 
with good success. 


"Hand 
grenade battles 
continue 


without interruption over the portion 
of our trenches to the east of Maison 
do Champagne, which the French oc- 
cupied February 11. Between 
the 


Keuse and the Moselle we destroyed 
by five large explosions the advanced 
trenches of the enemy over a front of 
30 to -10 yards. 


"Lively artillery fighting is proceed- 


ing in Lorraine and in the Vosges 
South of Russe, east of St. Die, a Ger- 
man detachment penetrated advanced 
positions of the enemy's position and 
captured more than 30 chasseurs. 


"Our 
aeroplanes bombarded enemy 


position and the railway establish- 
ments at La Panne and Poperinghe." 


The French official statement also 


reports: 


"To the north of VIc-Sur-Alsne our 


artillery dispersed enemy detachments 
which had advanced as far as our wire 
entanglements.".

Even the Bravest Men Have Been 


Known to Exhibit Fear Before Be- 


ing Inured to Battle. 


Men in the trenches, now quite used 


to the war game, have been described 
aa feeling "jumpy"—the sort o£ af- 
fliction that used to be called "mau- 
seritis." Here is a state of mind not 
necessarily blameworthy, nor even un- 
soldierly; the bravest have experi- 
enced it. The feeling is given various 
names. 
As ,when a young nobleman 


was sent to the hospital suffering from 
"heart paralysis." Being Immature, a 
mere youth, his heart, in fact, his 
whole body, was undeveloped—a man 
in spirit, but not yet in body. Being 
so conspicuous a figure it was up to 
him to display the supremest courage; 
and of course, he made good. All the 
same, there was a profound shock to 
liis physical organism; and something 
had to evidence that shock. His soul 
was strong and brave; but his physi- 
cal being, with its subconscious will- 
to-live, was afraid; and no shame to 
it or to its princely owner. 


Why should men get equivocal about 


fear on the battlefield; why not frank- 
ly call it that and not "nerves" or 
some like foolishness? The courage 
lies all in going ahead despite the 
fear. 
The sublimest courage is the 


"two in the morning" sort, when one's 
physical condition is at its lowest 
ebb. 
And the wonder is, just that 


kind of courage is now being so mag- 
nificently and so lavishly displayed all 
along the battlefronts, where much 
of the fighting is done at night. All 
soldiers are likely to be afraid until 
they get used to warfare. This has 
boec' true of many famous com- 
manders—Augustus, who wen fame at 
Actium, Turenne, Napoleon, Ney. "A 
coward is he," declarer the bravest of 
the brave, "who boasts he never was 
afraid."

Washington.—What Is to come out 


of the muddle in congress on the sub- 
ject of preparedness, which, in a sense, 
is tho prime legislative issue of today? 


Politicians here declare that a pre- 


paredness bill will pass both houses 
and that in its provisions it will go as 
far at least along tho lines of prepara- 
tion as President Wilson has asked. 
In his own party tho president has 
found many foes of preparedness in 
house and senate. In tho Republican 
party lie also ha? found foes ot any 
kind of preparedness and he has found 
more foes of the kind of preparedness 
that he asks for. 


In other words, it appears that most 


of the Republicans would like to go 
further than the president has asked, 
that a few of them do not want to go 
as far as he has asked, and that a ma- 
jority of Democrats are willing to go 
to the limit of administration sugges- 
tion while a minority of Democrats do 
not wish to have any preparation leg- 
islation at all. 


This is the situation as It stands to- 


day, but there are elements entering 
into it which make for something very 
much like chaos. 
Tho preparedness 


bill which is under consideration in 
the senate committee is entirely un- 
like that which is before the house 
committee. In tho former the, measure 
looks to the formation of a continental 
army of reserves, while in the house 
committee- the evident desire is to 
build up the National Ouard. 
More- 


over, the senate seemingly is willing 
to go further in the matter of the in- 
crease of the standing army than the 
house is willin,; to go. 


House May Support Wilson. 


Nevor perhaps in the history of leg- 


islation have there been so many vary- 
ing views within a dominant party as 
to what should be done in a matter of 
great moment and as to how it should 
be dona. The president's tour through 
the country on speechmaking bent was 
undertaken primarily in behalf of his 
preparedness measure. His intention, 
of course, was to get public opinion 
back of him and to make it felt in 
congress. 
When men and 
women 


throughout the country begin to write 
letters or to send telegrams to their 
senators and representatives asking 
that certain things be done, the effect 
sometimes is marked aud it is espe- 
cially so if the urgent communications 
come in large numbers. 
It is defi- 


nitely known, of course, that Mr. Wil- 
son hopes that the people will write to 
their representatives in congress and 
urge that what he wants done shall be 
done. 


As has been said, there are some 


Republicans who, with a good many 
Democrats, do not want any prepared- 
ness at all. It seemingly is likely, 
however, that so far as the house io 
concerned the majority of the Repub- 
licans will follow tho house leader 
who recently demanded quick and ab- 
solute preparedness. 
It looks to the 


Washington observers as if before tho 
preparedness measure can come to a 
vote the Republicans will speak in 
behalf of something stronger than 
that which the president has suggest- 
ed, but that when they find their own 
views cannot avail they will join with 
tho Democrats in voting for the presi- 
dent's measures. Enough Republicans, 
therefore, as it looks today, probably 
will join with the administration Dem- 
ocrats to put through such a bill as 
the president has asked. 


Later in the session, itjs expected, 


the Republicans will say that (he Dem- 
ocratic preparedness legislation did 
not go far enough and that they voted 
for it because if they had not there 
would have been no preparedness at 
all. 
This, of course, can be said by 


the Republicans only if it is shown 
on the final vote that a sufficient num- 
ber of Democrats have voted against 
preparedness to have caused its (ks- 
feat in case it had not been supported 
by Republicans. 


Summing the thing up, the divisions 


in congress over preparedness are 
sharper and show less regard for 
party lines than they have been in 
connection with any prime matters of 
proposed legislation in recent years. 


Big Bills That May Pass. 


Out of both senate and house today 


comes the prediction that the shipping 
bill, the child labor bill, the tariff 
commission bill and the rural credit? 
bill will pass congress at this session 
and be signed by tho president. 


The shipping bill, which was the 


subject of rancorous and at times al- 
most riotous debate in the senate last 
year, presents itself today in a new 
form. 
Largely it is Mr. McAdoo's 


handiwork. Claude Kitchin, the Dem- 
ocratic floor leader in the house, has 
just given his adherence to the meas- 
ure. The fear of the Democrats was 
that Mr. Kitchin would stand against 


measure as an administration propos- 
al. Last year, taking advantage ot 
tho fact that congress must quit on 
March 4, opponents of the shipping 
legislation talked tho bill to death. It 
is doubtful If any such tactics will be 
attempted this year, although there 
Is strong Republican and some Demo- 
cratic antagonism to the measure as 
it stands. The bill, generally speak- 


ing, 
however, seemingly is more at- 


tractive to senators who last year 
stood In opposition. 


Tho proposed legislation commits 


I lie government to the expenditure of 
some fifty million dollars for thc pur- 
chase or the construction of ships 
which are to hfi leased to companies. 
Tho understanding is, and it is on thic 
understanding that some men may be 
induced to vole for the measure, that 
(he government will not buy many 
ships, but will exercise its energies In 
construction. One thins which stood 
In the way of the passnj;o of the ship- 
ping bill as it was last presented was 
the belief of a good many senators 
that the government intended to pur- 
chase interned ships belonging to a 
belligerent country, to use them and 
thereby possibly to embroil the United 
States In foreign troubles.

ciples has caused a readjustment of 
working conditions in many indus- 
tries. The application oi! so-called effi- 
ciency methods in business 
means 


simply showing an exact regard for 
the relation of labor to a given task 
BO. that there shall be no wasjte effort.

Baron von Huroboldt was'responsi- 


ble for the statement that thunder Is 
never on the high seas—i. e., at any 
great distance from land—though vio- 
lent thunderstorms are often observed 
at sea and vessels are 
frequently 


struck by lightning. 


Is the statement true? 
Or, if thunder \s sometimes heard, 


is its sound comparatively faint? 


These questions have provoked dis- 


cussions from time to time at meet- 
ings of the Astronomical society of 
France, and have recently been taken 
up anew by that society. It is suggest- 
ed that the other noises prevailing on 
shipboard during a storm may be' the 
reason why the thunder often passes 
unnoticed, but information on this sub- 
ject from sailors will be welcomed by 
the French astronomers.

In fact, he turned over several photo- 
graphs of the burglar at work—one 
of which shows him In the act of put- 
ting n lens into his pocket. 


Once the thiaf Is caught there should 


bo no difficulty in proving his guilt— 
tho photograph, being powerful though 
silent witnesses. 


Herein Is a suggestion which may 


well be taken advantage of by manu- 
facturers of burglar alarm apparatus, 
for it it worked so well in the photo- 
graphic studio, it might prove effec- 
tive as n protection to bank vaults 
and other repositories of valuables. 


It's hard on the thief, of course, but 


then burglary is getting rather un- 
popular as an occupation, anyway.

CUTTING OUT WASTE MOTION 


Unnecessary Fatigue May Be Avoided 


and Much Greater Amount of 


Work Accomplished. 


"There is no waste of any kind in 


the world that equals the waste from 
needless, ill-directed and ineffective 
motions, and thbir resulting unn^ces- 
sary fatigue." 


This remark was made In a talk be- 


fore tha American Academy of Poli- 
tical and Social Science by Frank B. 
Gllbrelh, the man who discovered lost 
motions In bricklaying and who has 
since devoted his time to sclentltlc 
motion study. 


Devising ways of preventing this 


waste la now occupying a great deal of 
attention, and bringing to economy ol 
labor the application of scientific prin- 
ciples has caused a readjustment of 
working conditions In many Indus- 
tries. The application ol! BO-cnlled effi- 
ciency methods in business means 
simply showing an exact regard for 
the relation of labor to a given task 
ec. that there snail be no waste effort. 


Our offices and factories are being re- 
adjusted so that time and unneces- 
sary steps shall be saved. 


Establishing motion standards for 


the performance of routine work has 
resulted in increased output and In- 
creased wages, with an accompanying 
decrease in cost. Mr. Gilbreth points 
out that most of us do not stop to 
think about the time we waste in the 
performance of ordinary duties. 


H is declared that what moi,on 


study has done for (.he Industry it will 
do for all human activities, and that 
a little more clear thinking about the 
things we do—a. little less senseless 
hurry—and at the end of the day we 
will have attained greater accomplish- 
ment, with less fatigue, and will be 
in better, sorts with ourselves and tie 
world.

cross lots to get there.

zero at the time ,and, stupefied, he 
'ell in the snow, and remained there 
ill night it is charged.

I brewery employees accompanied him, 
lor attempted to show him the way.
